Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  report  as  follows  with  respect  to  the  work  of  the 
School  Medical  Department  for  the  year  1923. 

This  year  the  Board  of  Education  have  introduced  certain 
modifications  in  the  Tables  required,  but  the  essential  features  of 
the  report  remain  the  same. 

The  number  of  children  examined  in  the  three  “  Code  ” 
Groups  was  1,169,  an  increase  of  67  on  last  year. 

Excluding  uncleanliness  and  Dental  defects  8‘7%  of  these 
children  were  found  to  have  defects  sufficiently  serious  to  need 
Medical  treatment. 

Under  the  scheme  of  treatment  entered  into  with  the  Warneford 
Hospital  88  cases  were  treated,  viz.  :  50  for  Enlarged  Tonsils  and 
Adenoids,  31  for  Defective  Vision,  and  7  for  Ringworm  of  the 
Scalp. 

In  the  case  of  the  last-named  disease  there  has  been  a  very 
gratifying  decrease,  only  11  cases  being  noted  during  the  year  as 
against  43,  37,  and  121  in  the  previous  three  years. 

The  percentage  of  unvaccinated  children  remains  regretably 
high,  viz.  :  57%,  and  Smallpox  if  introduced  into  the  town  will 
probably  prove  costly  even  if  not  accompanied  by  a  high  mortality 
rate. 


The  School  Nurse,  Miss  Harper,  resigned  her  post  on  her 
marriage  and  Miss  Wright  was  appointed  in  her  place  and  com¬ 
menced  her  duties  on  May  1st. 

Much  good  work  has  been  done  by  Mr.  Thomas  at  the  Dental 
Clinic,  and  if  he  could  spare  the  time  another  half  day  a  week 
would  be  fully  occupied. 

As  in  previous  years  I  have  received  much  assistance  from 
Dr.  French,  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  and  he  has  kept  under 
observation  for  me  a  large  number  of  delicate  children. 

As  in  previous  years  a  short  report  of  the  medical  examination 
at  the  Secondary  Schools  is  included.

Table  III.  (B.  of  E.  II.a.)  shows  in  columns  2  and  3  the  various 
defects  found  in  the  children  examined  in  the  three  Code  Groups. 

(1 )  Eye  Defects . 

Excluding  Infants  864  children  were  examined  in  the  Schools. 
Of  these,  good  vision — that  is  to  say  not  less  than  6/9  in  both 
Eyes — was  found  in  754  cases,  or  87%,  and  in  19,  or  a  further  2%, 
there  was  a  fair  vision — that  is  to  say  not  less  than  6/12  in  both 
Eyes. 

Under  the  Scheme  of  Treatment  with  the  Warneford  Hospital 
31  children  were  treated,  two  being  provided  with  Spectacles  free 
of  cost. 


(2)  Nose  and  Throat. 

50  cases  of  Enlarged  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  were  operated  on 
at  the  Warneford  Hospital  and  3  cases  were  treated  by  private 
Practitioners.  The  improvement  in  general  health  and  physique 
in  a  large  number  of  these  children  was  very  noticeable. 

(3)  Tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  3  cases  of  Pulmonary  disease,  two  of  Glands 
and  2  of  Peritoneum  were  notified. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  29  children  (19  Boys  and  10  Girls)  of 
School  Age  were  on  the  Register,  notified  as  suffering  from  some 
form  of  Tuberculosis,  but  in  a  number  of  cases  the  disease  was 
quiescent  and  had  been  so  for  some  time. 

One  Death  was  recorded  in  a  child  from  Tuberculosis  of  the 
Lungs. 

The  site  of  the  disease  was  as  follows  : 

Glands,  9.  Lungs,  7.  Bone,  9.  Peritoneum,  4. 

(4)  Goitre. 

12  cases,  all  in  Girls,  were  noted.  A  family  history  of  this 
disease  was  obtained  in  5  instances,  the  relations  affected  being  as 
follows  : — (i)  Father’s  sister  ;  (2)  Brother  ;  (3)  Sister ;  (4)  Cousin  ; 
(5)  Mother  (increasing  in  size). 

In  no  case,  beyond  hypertrophy  of  the  gland,  was  any  other 
sympton  noted. 
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(5  )  Ringworm . 

Only  11  cases  were  found  during  the  year,  7  of  whom  were 
treated  by  X-rays. 

The  marked  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  seen  during  the 
last  4  years  is,  in  my  opinion,  largely  due  to  X-ray  treatment  in 
Smiting  the  duration  of  this  disease  and  thereby  lessening  the 
chances  of  infection. 


(6)  Dental  Defects . 

The  Dental  Surgeon  reports  as  follows : — 

“  Working  days  at  the  Clinic  were  six  less  than  last  year 
owing  to  School  holidays,  but  in  spite  of  this  the  numbers  were 
well  maintained  and  in  some  cases  increased. 

The  number  (64)  of  children  re-attending  for  examination  was 
again  gratifying,  but  unfortunately  this  was  more  than  counter 
balanced  by  those  (68)  who  failed  to  complete  their  treatment. 

As  is  invariably  the  case  the  attendance  of  the  girls  was  better 
than  that  of  the  boys.  One  has  to  deplore  the  fact  that  so  many 
parents  refuse  to  allow  decayed  Milk  Teeth  to  be  removed. 

On  the  whole,  however,  the  results  of  the  year’s  work  are 
distinctly  encouraging.”
